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EEPOET OF THE BOAED OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 

A missionary anniversary, although a familiar event, should 
be hailed ever as an occasion of uncommon interest. It is a 
time for the review and recital of the year's transactions. If 
these have been successful, it is a source of Christian joy at 
the triumph of Christianity; if plans have failed, it is an occa- 
sion of sadness, to be mitigated by such improvements as expe- 
rience may devise. Men and ministers of God meet to re-indorse 
the grand purpose of subduing the world to Christ. 

Christianity goes only where its living examples move. It 
is not a mere philosophy or code of rationalism to be propa- 
gated by the press and social avenues — it is Heaven-derived, 
and known only by its embodiment in a living ministry and 
Church. 

It will never be sought by the world. It must be carried in 
pursuance of the apostolic commission: "Go ye, into all the 
world," &c. Go — not wait, until you are called — not only to 
pleasant places, but every where in the wide, wide world. 

Preaching is of divine ordination — the printing press and 
moral associations cannot supersede the absolute necessity of 
preaching. This is the world's panacea, the only elixir that 
confers immortal life and happiness. 

The Board of Managers have at present only the supervision 
of Domestic Missions; hence, no special mention will be made 
in this report of the imperative demands of the foreign field, 
that is committed to another Board of Directors. 

Beginning with the several fields occujried as missions in your 
bounds, the Board would offer the following statistical report. 
Although an imperfect exhibit of the operations of the Board, 
the following facts are given to show the extent and character 
of the transactions of the Missionary Society of the South 
Georgia Confereace : 

Savannah City Mission under the efficient labors of Eev. D. 
D. Cox, has been attended with much properity Aided by the 
liberality and co-operation of Trinity Church in Savannah, the 
missionary has been enabled to organize a new church, known 
as Wesley church, with such flattering prospects that it will 
soon be self-sustaining. Trinity church purchased with the 
cash an unfinished edifice belonging to the Lutherans, comple- 
ted handsomely the building, and it was dedicated to God in 
April last, bearing as its title the honored and revered name 
of Wesley. This was a proper tribute of respect to that apos- 
tolic man whose early ministry was in this city. As the amaz- 
ed spectator surveys the splendid Cathedral of St. Paul's, in 
London, his eyes read as follows: "Here lies the body of Sir 
Christopher Wren, the architect of this house. Do yon ask for 
his monument, look around you." So, if you ask for the monu- 
ment of Wesley, look around you. Churches, Schools and Col- 
leges from the Gulf of St. Lawrence to the Bay San Francisco 
are his monuments, and these will eternize his fame with more 
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than pyramidal grandeur. This now church in Savannah is an 
oc l agonal structure, located beautifully on Chatham Square, 
just beyond the splendid monument of Count Pulaski. It has 
a membership of 140 members — is in a thriving condition spi- 
ritually and has paid $-70 towards the support of the pastor. 
Of course it still needs help, and the Board earnestly endorse 
it as an enterprise full of merit and promise. 

There are no other missions in the Savannah District, but 
there is much territory that can only be compassed by mission- 
ary operations. Hence the Board recommend several mission 
holds to bo entered on the list of appointments. 

There ought to bo a mission in Screven co., to be called Bea- 
ver Ham, embracing a portion of the county full of people but 
of limited means — several feeble churches existing in the section 
needing aid to be well served w ith the gospel. 

The Board advise also a mission to be formed of a portion of 
a portion of Burke co.. to be called Millen, beginning at the 
Milieu rail roud junction, and including several feeble churches 
adjacent. 

In the Macon District there are several mission fields served 
the present year. 

Macon City Mission*— served by Revs. J. Jones and J TV 
Burke — is in a flourishing condition. The senior preacher has 
worked with groat diligence his large hold, aided by his col- 
league fully up to the amount of labor which his other duties 
allowed. Those worthy brethren have established several 
preaching places in the more destitute sections, and by them 
the word of life is preached at these several points every Sab- 
bath day. The corner stone of a new church edifice has been 
laid in East Macon, where there is a fine prospect of a self-sus- 
taining organization in that neglected portion of the city Let 
this mission be continued. 

The JLiwhinsvUle Mission was served by Rev. TV F. Robison, 
enjoyed a refreshing revival during the year, and its general 
condition is reported good. 

The Board advise the continuance of the Knoxvillc Mission 
in Crawford co., also the Wile-ox Mission. These sections are 
very destitute and can be improved by very small appropria- 
tions. 

In the Columbus District is the Girard and Wesley Chape 
M'sston. Kev. J.-R. Littlejohn, missionary, reports two church- 
es having 178 white and GO colored members, also two flourish- 
ing S. Schools — the mission has raised for its S. Schools $57.15, 
and $84.75 for its pastor. The charge has been blessed with a 
revival of religion which added 74 members to the Church. 
The Hoard advise its continuance, and also that a colored 
preacher be sent to preach to the colored population. 

I r //atoic Mission was served by Rev Y F. Tignor. He has 
made no report. The Hoard advise its continuance. 

The Sic if I t 'rreh Mission is in the Americas District, and Rev. 
James T. Johnson was the pastor lie reports five organized 
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churches, and another appointment — membership 120. and 3 
Sabbath Schools. Pastor received from his charge $80.30 for 
his support. Let this field be cultivated further. 

From the Worth and Irwin Mission we have no report, nor 
from Starksville Mission; but it is deemed important to still 
occupy these fields. The Board also advise the formation of a 
new mission of parts of Dougherty, Mitchell and Worth coun- 
ties. 

The Ocklocknee Mission is in the Bainbridge District and was 
worked by Rev. R. P. Evans, who reports four appointments, 
152 members — 38 added during the year — attention is paid to 
the baptizing of children by the missionary. Perhaps this is 
too generally neglected by missionaries. Mission paid its pas- 
tor §105.52. It is prosperous, and should be continued. A new 
mission should be formed in the forks of the Flint and Chatta- 
hoochee rivers, to be called Spring Creek. 

Doctor Town Mission is in the bounds of the Brunswick Dis- 
trict, served by Rev. W M. Kennedy, who reports the charge 
in a good condition. It has 8 preaching places — 11 white and 
15 colored children baptized — 18 white and 25 colored members 
baptized. People of the charge paid missionary $279.93 for 
his support. There are also four Sabbath Schools in operation. 
Let the work go on and be sustained. 

Darien and Mcintosh Mission is in Altamaha District in charge 
of Rev. W M. Hays, who reports the mission not prosperous, 
but it has paid the pastor $432, and the Pres. Elder $18. One 
S. School in good condition. It will sustain independently a 
young man, and should be thus supplied. 

From Bryan Mission there is no report, nor from Statesboro' 
Mission; but both fields are worth still farther effort. 

Such is a rapid survey of a very wide field where labor and 
money have been expended for the salvation of souls. And 
this is but a small part of the land — the most destitute only — 
needing the fostering care of your Society. Now, in view of 
such a vast opening for ministerial labors, it is painful to the 
last degree to state that less than $4,000 has been raised during 
the year to meet this pressing demand. True, the Board is 
glad that in the providence of God, the people are able and 
willing to do even this much to ameliorate the spiritual desti- 
tution of the benighted and poor sections of our State. But 
can it be possible, that there is lack of men and means to carry 
the gospel to every part of Georgia. So it would seem. Multi- 
tudes are in darkness and in death ; and yet we carry not to 
them the word of light and life. Whence this lethargy ? It 
proceeds from doubt and infidelity, from covetousness and illi- 
berally. God's grace is full, free and impartial, for "Jesus 
tasted death for every man." Shall whole districts raise only 
a few hundred dollars, where as much could easily be done by 
one prosperous circuit; perhaps by one prosperous member? 
Admit the troubles of the times, their hardness, to use a fami- 
liar phrase — following the desolations of war and financial pros- 
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tration ; yet who will contend, that a due proportion of the 
availablomen of the Church is consecrated to the noble work 
of saving souls. 

llow is it that some circuits and stations do so much less 
than others, while the ability is the samo or nearly equal? 
The fact is evident, that somo preachers aro duly awake to 
their responsibilities, and others criminally neglectful of their 
duty (<od cannot bless a ministry, not possessing, not culti- 
vating a missionary spirit. We must enlarge our Christian 
affections or by mere stagnation of religious sympathy, we, 
dwarf our souls, until having no longer affinities for heaven 
we necessarily gravitate to earth and sin. Onward and for- 
ward is the word. Preachers and people alike in their spheres 
should bo animated with the zeal and unity of purpose of an 
invading army, bent on the conquest of the foes of Jesus. 

Much has been done, but there remains yet very much land 
to be possessed, and in the language of an ancient bravo man, 
we are able to go up and possess the land. The best missiona- 
ries are such as feel, "I am debtor to the Greek and Barbarian, 
to the wise and unwise," feeling that the "Gospel is the power 
of God unto salvation." 

The Board is thankful for what has been achieved, and in 
enlarging its fields for the next year, it is with the confident 
expectation, that a corresponding increase of its receipts will 
justify its appropriations. But in order to do this every man 
must do his duty — press the missionary collection by special 
preaching as the Disciplin directs. The preachers should be- 
gin these collections early in the year and realize as much 
cash as possible. Let it be remembered, that the appropria- 
tions arc only provisional and contingent. There is no 
money in hand, the Treasury is literally empty For the 
present year only 72 per cent, of the appropriations can be met. 
How hard then for the poor missionary to labor all the year, 
wait for his meagre support to the end, and then have his claim 
discounted 25 per cent. To avoid this, facts and figures must 
be kept before the people, by the press and pulpit. Believing 
the country to be recovering from its prostration, recognizing 
God's providence and grace in the benificence of the year now 
closed, the Board justly, religiously expect a year of increased 
prosperity to follow Jesus "went about doing good." Such 
was his biography Let us catch the inspiration of his words 
and deeds, and with unselfish devotion to God and mankind, 
let us serve our day ami generation well. And when the weep- 
ing sowers and tired laborers shall gather their sheaves, may 
the Angel reapers descend and Heaven sing "harvest home.'

FOKEIGN MISSIONS. 

It is a matter of sincere regret to your committee, that there 
is such apathy both among preachers and people on this im- 
portant interest of our church. We do earnestly desire' that 
there may be more zeal displayed the ensuing year, and for all 
time to come, in behalf of Foreign Missions. 

It reflects no little discredit upon our church in Georgia, that 
our noble, self-sacrificing Missionary in China, Y. J. Allen, has 
not been supported by us. 

The Committee do not think it advisable or necessary to 
form a Board of Foreign Missions in this Conference. There 
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is no provision in the Discipline of our Church for Foreign 
Hoards in the Annual Conferences, auxiliary to the present 
Hoard of Foreign Missions. If there was such a provision, it 
would be useless, unless there was more for such an Auxiliary 
Board to do. 

Your Committee recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That this Conference concur, and unite with the 
Xorth Ceorgia Conference in the support of Young J. Allen, 
Missionary to China ; and the members of this Conference here- 
in' pledge themselves to do their utmost to raise, during the 
next Conference year, two thousand dollars for this purpose. 

Resolved. That said two thousand dollars be apportioned to 
the Presiding Elder Districts in the same ratio with the fund 
for superannuated preachers, and that the Presiding Elders 
apportion such amounts to the charges in their Districts in 
the same ratio, and that such amounts be raised as early as pos- 
sible. 

Resolved, That our Sunday Schools bo urged to form them- 
selves into Missionary Societies, and that as much as possible 
of the two thousand dollars be raised in this way. 

Resolved, That this Conference appoint a permanent Treas- 
urer for Foreign Missions, to whom the members of this Con- 
ference shall remit both at and during the interval of the Con- 
ference, all money collected for Foreign Missions in the bounds 
of their charges. Said Treasurer shall forward such amounts 
to the Treasurer of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

Adopted ; and E. H. Myers was appointed Treasurer of For- 
eign Mission Fund. 

RESOLUTIONS RESPECTING MISSIONARY COLLECTIONS. 

1. That in order to sus'ain and enlarge our missionary opera- 
tions each church in the bounds of this conference should adopt 
a systematic plan of contributing — one that will appeal to and 
enlist its entire individual membership. 

2. That our Church and District-meetings be and are hereby 
requested to provide, if practicable, for at least four Annual 
Missionary Meetings in each Presiding Elder's District.

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ANNUAL EBPOET OF BOAED OF MANAGEES. 

The increased interest in the Sunday-school cause throughout 
our bounds is a matter of rejoicing with us, and calls for pro- 
found gratitude to Almighty God. 

The approximate number of pupils under our] instruction is 
10,549 — a large increase during the past year — of whom 256 are 
reported as having received converting grace. Money contrib- 
uted $3,645 85. 

Not only is the increased interest upon the part of the 
Church, and the growing number of our pupils a cause of gratu- 
lation, but also the improving character of our schools. The 
missionary spirit is largely infused. That great law of God 
which comes in contact with, and opposes all human selfishness, 
and which is hard to be obeyed by many of the wisest and best, 
"look not every one on his own things, but also on the things 
of others" is being inculcated in the tender minds and yielding 
hearts of the children of the Sunday-school. While they are 
taught to lisp and love the name of Jesus, they are sending 
their prayers to Heaven and their contributions to the Mission- 
ary in far-off China, that the heathen, too, may learn the name 
of Jesus and worship the God of the Bible. Is it not auspicious 
of great good in the future that even the children of the Church 
are becoming an instrument of power in the conversion of the 
world ? May the time come when every Sunday-school in the 
South Georgia Conference shall be a Missionary Society. 

There is another cause of gratitude to God. We have learned, 
doubtless, by the teaching of the Spirit of all grace, that the 
paramount object of the Sabbath-school is the conversion of 
souls. The grand principle to which Jehovah himself has ever 
adhered whether to maintain his government, glorify his name, 
or promote the happiness of immortal intelligence — the prin- 
ciple of progress — has marked the Sunday-school cause ever 
since its first institution, until at last it has reached the 
Heaven-appointed object — the conversion and final salvation of 
the children. It is a sad truth, that old persons — even the 
middle aged, are seldom brought to Christ. In vain the Holy 
Spirit strives ; in vain God's ministers plead with, weep and 
mourn over them ; and are finally compelled to turn away with 
anguished hearts, and to abandon the hardened sinner to his 
sad fate. But in the virgin soil of the youthful heart, the seed of 
gospel grace, gathered from the garden of Heaven is never sown 
in vain. It should be the prayer and effort of every gospel 
minister and Sunday-school teacher to lead the young to him, 
who said "suffer little children to come unto me and forbid 
them not." Let love divine be the qualification of every 
teacher — the cross, the insignia upon every Sunday-school 
banner. 

The Sabbath-school is not only the nursery of the Church, 
but of Heaven likewise. While many tender budding plants 
are transferred to the vineyard of the Lord to bring forth fruit 
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to the ixlory and honor of God, many more are transplanted 
to Eden's ' bower to bloom in the light of immortal glory. 

With the manifest increasing zeal in this department of our 
Zion, the future of the Church can be easily foretold. Her 
standard of piety will be elevated, her borders enlarged, her 
numbers multiplied and better than all, she will swell the ranks 
of the saints in light. 

RESOLl TIONS RESPECTING SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Resolved, 1. That the Presiding Bishop be requested to ap- 
point Dr. Loviek Pierce, as Sunday-school Agent for next year. 
And recognizing as we do, his pre-eminent worth, faithfulness, 
and great efficiency as a father in the Church, and belonging, 
as we feel he does, to the whole Church, especially to the 
Church in Georgia, we do hereby declare it to be the sense of 
this Conference, "that the amount and kind of labor he may per- 
form as to time and place, be left entirely to his own dis- 
cretion. 

Resolved, 2. That it be recommended to the Sunday-schools 
throughout the Conference to adopt the best practical plan to 
raise missionary money to aid in the support of our mission- 
ary in China, Young J. Allen, and that each preacher be 
requested to assist in carrying out the spirit of this resolution 
in every Sunday-school in his charge. 

Resolved, That each preacher in charge be required to take 
up a collection for the S. S. Society, in the month of February 
or March, and forward the same to the Treasurer of said 
Society, to whom all applications for books for destitute Sab- 
bath-schools shall be made.

It will be seen that the total assessments for fiv,e important 
collections are stated here. The whole sum will be paid, if 
01.20 — or 2i cents a week — be obtained from each member of 
the Church. Of course, many can give more; but the effort 
should be to get at least this little from every member. At least, 
let this average be aimed at. Here is a point to which each one 
may work. The spirit of Christianity requires that every one, 
however poor, give "a mite, 1 ' while those more able should 
" give according to their several abilities." 

To give proper direction in this matter, the Conference has 
passed the following resolutions : 

" The Presiding Elder shall subdivide these amounts between 
the Circuits, Stations and Missions of their Districts, and at the 
earliest practicable moment furnish the same to the preacher in 
charge. 

" Preachers in charge at the beginning of the year shall pro- 
cure books and take the name of every member, together with 
the friends of the church in their charge, and seek by personal 
appeal to lay on each one the obligation to contribute — taking 
subscriptions and cash. 

" Preachers in charge shall also take up a public collection 
for missions, and also a Conference collection, at each Church 
in their charge, on which occasions sermons shall always be 
preached on the subject of the collection, and such information 
furnished as shall stimulate and increase the liberality of the 
Church."

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AP'PKESS OF T1IH LAY KEPRESENTATIVES TO THE 

ciiuitcii. 

To the Stewards and Members of the M. E. C. South, in the 
South Georgia Conference : 

Dear Brethren : We the lay delegates assembled in council, 
are, we trust, prepared fully to realize and appreciate the wants 
of the Church and Ministry. 

We embrace this opportunity to communicate, to you the 
feelings and sentiments that inspire our hearts, while consid- 
ering the great and momentous interests involved, and in which 
you are deeply interested. We feel the more induced to do so 
from the fact that, as the lay delegates to the Conference, we 
represent all sections of the work, and further from the fact, 
that we have been able here more fully to feel our responsibili- 
ties, as laymen, in view of our obligations to God, the Church, 
and the World. 

The great wants of the Church, as they present themselves 
to our minds are : 

1st. Increased spirituality and faithfulness on the part of the 
ministry and membership. 

2nd. A more deep and abiding conviction of the obligation 
you are under to support the Church and ministry While we 
are fully convinced, that it is essential to the prosperity of the 
cause of Christ, that the ministry should and must be "faith- 
ful ensamples to the flock" — for "like priest, like people;" and 
that if they expect the membership to do their duty to them 
and the Church, they must "be instant in season and out of 
season," caring for the Church, and doing the full work of the 
ministry ; at the same time, it is just as essential, and the 
bounden duty of the membership to hold up their hands by 
their prayers and kindly attentions ; by attending upon all the 
means of grace, and by providing a comfortable support for 
preachers and their families, so that they may not be embar- 
rassed in their work, and the word of God thereby hindered. 
We should provide them temporal things, while they labor for 
us in spiritual things. 

This obligation is too plainly taught in God's word, and even 
by the Saviour himself, to need any argument to prove it ; but 
to fully satisfy any doubting mind, we will present some scrip- 
tural testimony — and give some reasons why the Church 
should discharge this plain duty to the ministry. 

The Saviour in sending forth his apostles to preach the word, 
said in the great commission given to them, "carry neither 
purse nor script — and into whatever house ye enter, remain 
eating and drinking, for the laborer is worthy of his hire." 

The Saviour while intending to teach his disciples the duty 
of trusting in him, evidently intended at the same time to 
teaeh them and the people to whom they were sent, the duty 
of providing for their temporal wants — for he adds, "the laborer 
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is worthy of his hire." On the same subject, the Apostle Paul 
speaks with emphasis, and declares that "so hath God ordaiued 
that they that preach the Gospel should live of the Gospel. 

The reasonableness of the obligation grows out of these 
Tacts : 

1st. The Minister of Christ is a laborer — he labors for us 
— for our souls specially, and watches over us, as one that 
must give account. He labours for us in the pulpit, around the 
altar, in our families, at our bedside, when sick or dying, and 
administers words of consolation to our doubting hearts. He 
buries our dead, weeps with them that weep, and comforts the 
stricken heart. 

2nd. We accept his services, and, viewing it simply as a 
business transaction, we are thereby responsible for his sup- 
port. This appears not only through the mutual agreement 
sntered into between the Conference and the Churches, to 
which we all become parties under the polity of our Church, 
when we become members of it, and which is as sacred an ob- 
ligation as any bond — but, beyond all this, we are bound by 
the promise or pledge to pay him a specific amount or salary, 
made by our agents, the Stewards — who are authorized and 
empowered to do so, by the Discipline of the Church, under 
which they are appointed, and which requires at their hands, 
that they should feel solemnly bound to afford a competent sup- 
port to those who are appointed to labor amongst them. 

You will thus perceive, brethren, that our pastor is a laborer 
entitled to compensation, not only by the Constitution of our 
Church, but by a sacred pledge, made to him by your own 
agents; and inasmuch as your pastor can have no voice in 
the matter, but must remain passive and submit to your decis- 
ion and action — you are thereby, it would seem doubly bound 
in law, justice and honour, to meet your obligations to him and 
pay the bond in full. But we will not dwell longer on this sub- 
ject, except to add — brethren, fulfil your just obligations to 
your pastors, and then in a proper manner, if needs be, require 
at his hands a full performance of all his obligation * to you 
and the church — but do not, we pray you, fail to perform your 
part of the contract and pledge to him, and then complain of 
his want of faithfulness, in order to find an excuse for your un- 
faithfulness to him. v 

We are satisfied that we cannot too earnestly press upon 
vour minds, the great importance of sustaining the ministry, 
both by your prayers and purse ; for while we consider it be- 
neath the dignity of an ambassador of Christ, in the slightest 
degree to make a moneyed consideration a ground of faithful 
ness to God or the Church, yet at the same time, we must re- 
member that entirely dependant as the minister frequently is 
upon the church for his support, if you fail to afford it to him 
to say the least of it, he must necessarily be embarrassed in the 
work i uwhich he is engaged. 

A failure in Conference collections to provide yearly, an 
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amount sufficient to sustain the worn out servants of the 
church, to say the least of it, may cause some one to be troubled 
in mind, if not in heart, as age and infirmity creeps on apace, 
or failing health admonishes the man of God, that his days will 
soon be numbered, and he must leave a helpless wife and little 
ones, to depend upon the cold charities of the church. 

Or a failure to supply the scanty support promised to the 
pastor by the church, may induce some to engage in a secular 
calling, m connection with the ministry, greatly to the detri- 
ment of the holy cause in which he is laboring. 

We are fully aware, brethren, of the terrible losses you have 
sustained, and the greatly impoverished state of the country, 
and yet all is not lost. We have enough left us to be thankful 
for, and can, if we but possess the spirit of the poor widow in 
the gospel, sustain it where it is already preached, and send 
it to regions beyond us. 

If we wish to have a faithful minister, receive him kindly, 
provide well for all his temporal wants, convince him he shall 
receive a comfortable support, hold up his hands by prayer and 
faith, aud our word for it, God's blessing will descend upon the 
church and community to which he is sent. 

Brethren, though we thus write earnestly, and, by Scripture 
and reason, urge upon you the importance of sustaining the 
ministry, it is not because we believe you are unwilling to do 
your duty, but because we fear you are not fully alive to your 
obligations in this matter. 

The Stewards of the church we would affectionate]} 7 and 
earnestly exhort, to awake to a just and full appreciation of 
the highly responsible position they occupy. It is your duty 
brethren— and yours alone — to provide for your pastor. To 
you he looks, and upon you alone must ho depend. We beseech 
you then to fully discharge the duty of a Steward of the church 
as the Discipline requires, and great will be your peace of con- 
science and final reward. 

Brethren, appreciate the blessings of a pure gospel, preached 
by a faithful ministry ; appreciate your privileges in this gospel. 
How great an honor to be called a child of God, an heir of 
heaven, a joint heir with Jesus Christ. Cleave to the church 
and ministry of your choice ; for your own sake, for your fami- 
ly s sake, and for the world's sake. 

In order to secure more certainly the means to support the 
ministry, we take the liberty of presenting to you a plain, 
practical system of finance to operate with, and although it 
may not be perfect in all its parts, nor meet fully the varied 
conditions of the people and work, yet we are fully convinced 
that if faithfully adhered to, it will greatly assist you in raising 
the needful supplies. 

The more effectually to carry out the plan offered, it is here- 
by recommended that each Board of Stewards organize by the 
election of a President, a Secretary and Treasurer, and then: 
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1st. On the arrival of the preacher in charge, the President 
shall call a meeting of the Board of Stewards. 

2nd. The Stewards shall proceed at once to determine the 
amount necessary to be raised during the year, to support their 
Church, embracing the allowance to the preacher in charge, 
the Presiding Elder, and incidental expenses. 

3rd. The Stewards shall request the pastor to call a Church 
meeting to raise the means necessary to support the Church 
sither by voluntary contributions or assessments as may be 
ieemed best by the Church. 

4th. The assessments agreed to shall be divided into monthly 
instalments. 

5th. The membership thus assessed for monthly payments 
shall be apportioned out amongst the Stewards, as they may 
ieem proper and best, to collect the same monthly. 

6th. There shall be a regular monthly meeting of the Board 
is far as practicable, at which time each Steward shall report 
moneys collected, and pay the same over to the Treasurer, and 
is far as possible settle up fully all indebtedness. 

[The above address was conceived and proposed by the lay 
lelegates to the Conference, and it was requested by them to 
oe sent forth to the Churches through the Minutes.]

EEPOET ON EDUCATION. 

At the last session of the Conference, it was recommended to 
the District-meetings to take under their care, and dispose of 
the Institutions at Bainbridge, Thomasville, and Talbotton, as 
far as their power over them allowed, for the best interests of 
the education of the Church. This, we believe, was done — 
though there has been no formal report to the Conference of 
the disposition made of these Institutions. 

This being done, there are left under the care and control of 
this Conference, but three Institutions, viz : Emory College, 
the Wesleyan Female College, and the Andrew Female College. 

It is with great satisfaction, that we learn that all these 
Institutions are, considering the condition of the country, flour- 
ishing, and recovering from the depression and embarrassments 
of the times. It is not needful, here and now, to discuss the 
subject of education, and the absolute need of the Church 
watching over and furthering the education of the children of

tho Church. The hope is, that after the years of effort in this 
direction by the Georgia Conferences, the people are so far 
aroused to the subject that the cause has received such an im- 
pulse as will carry it forward to a glorious future success. 
We therefore only oiler the following resolution : 
Ecsolred, That the South Georgia Conference renew their 
pledges to do what they can for the success of our Institutions 
of learning — Emory College, the Wesleyan Female College, and 
Andrew Ecmale College, and we pledge ourselves to speak and 
work for them to tho extent of our ability. Adopted. 

THE ENDOWMENT SCHEMES. 

It is well known, that a new scheme of endowment has been 
inaugurated for Emory College and the Wesleyan Female Col- 
lege, for the former by the payment of $20, and the latter of $10 a 
year, and that though their success, as yet, is only partial, yet 
already the funds collected have subserved a very necessary 
purpose in rehabilitating these Institutions — so greatly needing 
aid, after the dilapidations of a few years of compulsory neg- 
lect. There is much to say in behalf of these schemes; but we 
think the reasons for this plan of endowment will so commend 
themselves to the Methodists of Georgia, that we need not give 
them here, in detail. 

We only offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the members of this Conference will give their 
influence to promoting the Endowment Plan of Emory College, 
and the Wesleyan Female College, by personal appeals to the 
members of the Church and other friends of education, and 
through the District-meetings especially. Adopted.

There are at least 
two of the young preachers in tho Conference who wish and 
need aid from the Hoard, while they perfect themselves in their 
English studies, ;it the same time attending to the work as- 
signed them — provided it leaves them any time for attending

The following resolution is proposed: 

Unsolved, That the Hoard of Education be directed to esti- 
mate the amount necessary to support young men preparing 
for the ministry, and to divide this amount equitably between 
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the Districts — to be raised during the year, by the co-operation 
af Presiding Elders and Quarterly Conferences. Adopted.

APPLICATION OF YOUNG MEN PREPARING FOR THE MINISTRY. 

By the law of the Conference the applicant must be "recom- 
mended by the quarterly conference of the charge of which he 
s a member, with a written statement of his qualifications and 
character, and of the amount of aid he may need." 

In order to bring out the facts proper to be known, the ap- 
plicant is required — 

1st. To write himself to the Committee stating in full his reli- 
gious history and experience, and his convictions on the subject 
of preaching. 

2d. Either he or his friends must give information — 

1. As to parentage, age, name in full, Church at which he is 
a member, and P O., etc. 

2. How far is he advanced in his studies ? 

3. Is there a good and suitable school convenient to his resi- 
idence ? 

4. Can his friends or parents give him any pecuniary aid ; and 
how much a year ; and with how little aid yearly from the 
Board can his education be carried forward ? 

5. Any other information that he or his friends can give that 
may help the Executive Committee to form a correct judgment 
in the promises should be furnished. 

The Committee can do nothing without funds. At the Con- 
ference several brethren promised to raise money for this object 
luring the year. Let them collect and forward early. "VVe beg 
that the Presiding Elders and preachers of the South Georgia 
Conference take this thing in hand, bring, the subject before 
their quarterly conferences and District-meetings, seek out pious 
and gifted young men, raise. money and forward it to the Com- 
mittee, so that they can begin their work loithout delay. 

Members of the Church who wish to aid in this enterprise and 
to see young men properly educated for the ministry, are solic- 
ited to contribute to this fund. Each may help a little ; and 
many small gifts from a great number will do as much, or more, 
lhan larger sums from fewer persons. ,

Whereas, An Annual Conference in our economy is an ex- 
ecutive body to which belongs the sole power of graduating into 
office an itinerant, pastoral ministry, into whose hands must 
come every interest of the Church, ministerial, pastoral and 
administrative : — 

And Whereas, An Annual Conference, invested with these 
executive duties and powers becomes officially responsible for 
the ministers, pastors and administrative guardians of our peo- 
ple and churches : 

A nd "Whereas, An Annual Conference cannot pass the char- 
acter of one of its body, and place him in the hands of the Bish- 
op, to be placed as an overseer over Christ's flock, without an 
actual endorsement of his fitness for tho work it employs him 
to do : 

And Whereas, Every endorsement of an unfaithful pastor 
will appear to lookers on — and come to be felt by our people, 
as the evidence of indifference on our part, as the guardians 
of their interest; or else of utter want of moral courage to do 
our duty, as a court of inquiry and as a college of graduation 
into the holy office not of a mere good preacher, but also, of a 
faithful shepherd taking good heed to all his flock: — 

Therefore, Resolved, By the members of the South Georgia 
Conference, that we will, now, and especially hereafter, adhere 
to the principle that the passage of character in this Confer- 
ence, shall depend as absolutely upon an effective pastoral and 
administrative character in the preacher, as upon his preaching 
ability 

Jtesolcrtl Seroivlh/, That in adopting the foregoing resolution 
we, do not intend t<> enact any new term of membership; but 
only to abide by and enforce the law of the Discipline, as it 
now stands or as it hereafter may stand by the action of our Gen- 
eral Conference in regard to the specific duties with which 
preachers in charge of a church or of churches, may be charged. 
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Resolved Thirdly, That we, as trustees for the churches, by vir- 
tue of our power to supply them with a competent pastoral 
ministry under the provisions of our Discipline, cannot dis- 
charge our duty in the premises until we put into the hands of 
the Bishops men who have, by their diligence in duty, proved to 
us, that they can and will attend to all the work we employ 
them to do for us as the guardians of our people's religious in- 
terests. Adopted. 

THE LORD'S SUPPER. 

Resolved, That as preachers of the South Georgia Conference, 
we esteem it our duty to administer, or have administered, the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, monthly on our Stations, and 
quarterly in each church on our Circuits and Missions. 

OBSERVANCE OF THE SABBATH DAY. 

Resolved, That a Scriptural observance of the Sabbath day is 
essential to the religious improvement of the Church. There- 
fore, as ministers, we pledge ourselves to more frequently and 
pointedly enforce upon the membership that important duty. 

BAPTISM OF CHILDREN. 

Resolved, That all our preachers be earnestly requested and 
recommended to urge upon our people the duty and importance 
of having their children baptized : and to offer them an oppor- 
tunity of having this sacrament administered publicly in each 
congregation at least once every quarter, and to have the names 
of the baptized children entered upon the Church records. 

TREATISE ON ROMANISM. 

Resolved, That we have heard with pleasure that our worthy 
brother, Rev. C. P Jones, has published a treatise on Roman- 
ism, and in view of the importance of the subject discussed, and 
in evidence of our appreciation of its author, the Conference 
hereby recommends the circulation of the book among oar 
people.
